Lazarus' decision late yesterday which 
held the comedian for manslaughter 
but dismissed the murder charge de- 
manded by District Attorney Brady, 
Arbuckle last night sought seclusion. 
Within two hours after bail had been 
furnished Arbuckle went by auto to 
tho home of his brother, A. C. Arbuck- 
le for dinner. 
From there he dis- 


appeared from public view. 
Frank

nounced that Arbuckle would leave 
for Los Angeles tonight. 


"Thanks, I'm glad its over for a 


time at least," was the extent of the 
film fun maker's comment on the de- 
cision of the court which he received 
perhaps more calmly than any one 
else in the courtroom. But his mis- 
sing smile reappeared to express his 
feelings. 


District Attorney Brady has 30 days 


in which to fill the information based 
on the findings of Judge Lazarus yes- 
terday. 
He has announced that he 


will proceed on the police court hold- 
Ings rather than the grand jury indict- 
ment which will be permitted to die. 


After the filing of the Information, 


Arbuckle will appear to enter his plea 
after which a date for the trial will 
be set.

"Trial within sixty days" seemed to" 


be the consensus of opinion, of attor- 
neys on both sides today. 


The decision of Judge Lazarus was 


a bitter disappointment to District 
Attorney Brady and his staff. 


"This action of Judge Lazarus In 


holding the defendant to answer on 
a charge of manslaughter is wholly 
mystifying," said a statement Issued 
by Brady. "The very fact that he has 
held the defendant to answer to a 
charge of manslaughter Is a demon- 
stration that he should have been held 
on a charge of murder
